Applicants have canceled claim 8, amended claims 1-7,9-13, and added new claims to add 
clarity by limiting the scope of the claims to elected invention of Group IV. 

Applicants various arguments and remarks have been considered favorably, and rejections 
made under 35 U.S.C. 112 para. Second are now withdrawn. 

Rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are also with drawn because reference Schramm 
et al.(U.S.P. 5223614) does not indicate or disclose substituent Q( which is in ref = hydroxy 
phenol or its ether) equivalent to applicants' instantly claimed compounds having ring Z and 
binding R2 = hydrogen or a halogen. Additionally, the instant compounds have a different utility 
related to diabetes v.s. ref Bronchospasm. 

Therefore, applicants' compounds having substituted phenyl-C(OH)H-NH-CH2-CH2- 
Phenyl-NH-CO-X-Heterocycle-R core deem to be novel and patentably distinct.
